Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1961. 

The  early  weeks  of  1961  saw  a number  of  staff  changes  due  to 
retirement.  First  and  foremost  was  the  retirement  of  my  predecessor 
Dr.  J.  A.  Stirling  who  had  served  the  Borough  since  1929.  In  more 
senses  than  one,  he  was  an  outstanding  figure.  He  was  highly  es- 
teemed by  his  profession  and  his  colleagues  bestowed  upon  him 
their  highest  honours  in  recognition  of  his  ability  and  of  the  good 
service  he  had  given  to  the  profession  and  to  the  community. 

In  February,  Mr.  A.  R.  Littlar,  Senior  Dental  Officer,  severed  a 
forty-year  association  with  the  Department.  In  1921,  he  commenced 
as  a part-time  dentist  when  he  was  in  private  practice,  and  in  1930 
he  was  appointed  Senior  Dental  Officer.  The  School  Dental  Service 
ceased  to  function  by  his  retirement  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  no 
replacement  had  been  found. 

Dr.  H.  James,  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  secured  a 
similar  appointment  with  Blackpool  County  Borough  and  left  to 
cake  up  ffis  appointment  in  May.  The  vacancy  had  not  been  filled 
by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Mrs.  S.  M.  Street,  Supervisor  of  Midwives,  retired  on  31st 
December,  1960,  after  31  years’  service.  She  commenced  in  May, 
1929,  as  a Health  Visitor  and  at  the  inception  of  the  Municipal 
Midwifery  Service  established  under  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  she 
was  appointed  Supervisor.  She  played  a big  part  in  building  up  the 
service.  Mrs.  M.  C.  Rhodes  was  appointed  Supervisor  in  January. 

Miss  O.  M.  Parker,  Heedth  Visitor,  retired  on  31st  December, 
1960.  During  the  whole  of  her  35  years’  service.  Miss  Parker  worked 
on  the  Old  and  New  Whittington  areas.  The  vacancy  was  not  filled 
until  October. 

The  difficulties  of  maintaining  the  established  services,  of 
developing  and  expanding  those  under  delegated  powers,  and  of 
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introducing  new  services,  will  be  appreciated  when  1 remind  you 
that  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  the  medical  staff  was  seriously 
depleted.  It  was  indeed  an  extremely  strenuous  year. 

The  usual  statistics  are  embodied  in  the  report. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  of  13.06  is  below  the  national  average  of 
17.4.  The  adjusted  death  rate  of  13.67  is  above  that  of  England  and 
Wales,  i.e.,  12.0.  There  were  20  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of 
age  and  19  occurred  within  the  first  28  days  of  life.  Thirteen  of 
these  deaths  were  due  to  prematurity  (7)  and  congenital  malforma- 
tions (6).  It  is  in  the  field  of  research  to  prevent  these  and  allied 
conditions  that  any  appreciable  reduction  in  infant  mortality  may  be 
expected. 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  numbered  25,  which  is  10  fewer 
than  in  the  previous  year.  Twenty-four  of  these  deaths  occurred  in 
males.  It  is  now  considered  that  there  is  a strong  association  between 
smoking  and  cancer  of  the  lung. 

Two  of  the  delegated  services  deserve  to  be  highlighted,  viz. 
Welfare  of  Physically  Handicapped  Persons  and  the  Mental  Health 
Ser\dce. 

The  year  has  seen  a substantial  development  of  the  Welfare 
Services  and  particular  mention  should  be  made  of  the  fuUer  use  of 
the  facilities  available  at  the  Craft  Centre.  By  the  end  of  the  year, 
discussions  were  well  in  hand  with  the  County  Welfare  Authority 
regarding  the  provision  within  the  Borough  of  a Social  Services 
Centre.  The  Centre  would  cater  for  the  welfare  and  rehabihtative 
needs  of  the  physically  handicapped  of  the  Borough  and  certain 
adjacent  areas  of  the  County. 

With  regard  to  the  Mental  Health  Services,  the  provision  for 
the  care  of  the  mentally  ill  both  in  the  community  and  in  the  hospital, 
appears  reasonably  adequate.  The  most  serious  deficiency  occurs 
in  the  provision  of  proper  training  and  other  facilities  for 
the  rehabilitation  and  diversionary  occupation  of  the  mentally 
subnormal.  A training  centre  for  Borough  residents  is  a most  urgent 
need.  It  is  understood  that  the  Count}^  Council  has  plans  for  a 
Senior  Training  Centre  in  the  Borough  to  cater  for  its  own  needs  in 
the  adjacent  areas,  but  it  seems  doubtful  if  this  would  in  addition  be 
sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  Borough. 

I should  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their  support 
during  the  year  and  in  particular  Mr.  G.  Drabble  (Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector)  and  Mr.  G.  S.  Brown  (Administrative  Assistant) 
for  their  help  in  compiling  this  my  first  report  on  the  health  of 
Chesterfield.

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Births. 

The  live  births  registered  were  921  (878  legitimate  and  43 
illegitimate).  The  birth  rate  was  13.6  per  1,000  population,  which 
when  adjusted  by  the  Registrar  General’s  comparability  factor 
(0.96),  becomes  13.06.  This  is  the  figure  to  be  used  when  comparing 
the  birth  rate  with  that  of  England  and  Wales  and  with  other 
areas.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  17.4. 

The  43  illegitimate  births  represent  4.46  per  cent  of  the  total. 

Still  Births. 

25  still  births  were  registered  in  1961,  giving  a rate  of  26.42 
per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births. 

Deaths. 

The  deaths  numbered  881,  compared  with  845  in  1960.  For 
1961  the  crude  death  rate  was  13.01  per  1,000  population  which 
when  corrected  by  the  area  comparabihty  factor  (1.05)  becomes 
13.67.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12.0. 

The  age  distribution  of  deaths  was  ; under  1 year  of  age — 
2.4  per  cent  of  the  total ; 1-14  years — 0.4  per  cent  ; 15-64  years — 
26.1  per  cent,  and  over  65  years — 71.1  per  cent. 

Heart  disease  caused  255  of  the  total  deaths,  vascular  lesions 
of  the  nervous  system  121  and  cancer  139.  The  total  of  139  deaths 
from  all  forms  of  cancer  was  a decrease  of  28  over  the  previous  year. 
Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  were  10  fewer  than  in  1960 — of  the 
25  deaths  from  this  cause,  24  were  males.  There  were  11  deaths 
from  influenza  while  the  number  of  deaths  from  respiratory  disease 
rose  from  116  in  1960  to  156  in  the  year  under  review. 

There  were  14  suicide  deaths  compared  with  10  in  1960  and  5 
in  1959.  14  deaths  from  motor  vehicle  accidents  shows  an  increase 
of  8 over  the  previous  year. 

All  other  accidents  caused  24  deaths  as  against  36  in  the  pre- 
vious year. 

infant  Mortality. 

There  were  20  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year, 
giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  21.71  per  1,000  live  births,  19 
of  the  infant  deaths  occurred  in  the  neo-natal  period  (i.e.,  within 
the  first  28  days  of  life).  Prematurity  and  congenital  malformations 
were  responsible  for  13  of  the  neo-natal  deaths.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1961  was  21.6.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Derbyshire  County  Council  jorovides  the  Ambulance 
Service  in  the  town,  and  the  facilities  provided  are  efficient  and 
adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  Borough. 

Laboratory  }Nork. 

The  County  Health  Laborator}^  carries  out  bacteriological 
examinations  in  connection  with  infectious  diseases  when  neccssar}^ 
and  specimens  in  connection  with  the  investigation  and  control  of 
dysentery,  food  poisoning  and  intestinal  infections  arc  examined 
by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Services  provided  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  both  of  which  give  excellent  service  and  co-operation. 

National  Assistance  Act  1948. 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act  1951. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  act  under  Section  47  in  order  to  remove 
to  suitable  premises,  a person  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  Several 
cases  were  investigated  after  reports  from  various  sources  but  these 
were  all  satisfactorily  dealt  with  either  by  persuasion  to  go  volun- 
tarily into  hospital,  by  the  provision  of  a home  help  and/or  home 
nurse  or  by  constant  follow-up  by  a health  visitor. 

National  Assistance  Act  1948— Section  50. 

Under  this  Section,  the  local  authority  is  required  to  arrange 
for  the  burial  of  persons  dying  in  the  area  where  it  appears  that  no 
arrangements  are  being  or  have  been  made.  During  1961  one  such 
burial  was  arranged. 

Nursing  Homes. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  two  registered  nursing  homes 
in  the  Borough  ; one  as  a nursing  home  only  and  one  as  a maternit}' 
home  only  and  these  provide  accommodation  of  17  beds — 11 
maternity  and  six  others. 

Medical  Examinations. 

Medical  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officers 
of  the  Department  in  connection  with  new  appointments  to  the 
Corporation  Staff,  Student  Teachers,  to . Universities  and  Training 
Colleges,  newly  appointed  Teachers  and  other  staff  appointed  under 
the  Education  Committee  and  in  connection  with  the  staff  appointed 
by  the  Transport  Department.  During  the  year  under  review,  337 
medical  examinations  were  carried  out.  In  addition,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  makes  investigations  and  carries  out  examinations 
in  connection  with  the  Corporation’s  Workmen’s  Sick  Pay  Scheme. 
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HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

The  staff  of  the  Department  in  the  course  of  their  normal 
duties  are  always  carrying  out  health  education  and  now  that  the 
delegation  scheme  is  in  operation,  which  provides  for  all  health 
and  welfare  services  being  combined  in  one  department,  greater 
opportunities  exist  for  expansion  in  health  education.  During  the 
year,  talks  on  health  services  and  various  aspects  of  health  education 
have  been  given  by  Medical  Officers,  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  Health  Visitors  to  members  of  community  associa- 
tions, youth  clubs,  parent-teacher  associations  and  senior  schools. 
In  addition,  two  series  of  lectures  to  student  nurses  were  given  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  tlie  Chief  Pubhc  Health  Inspector, 
the  Health  Visitors  and  the  Superintendent  Home  Nurse. 

Classes  for  expectant  mothers  and  relaxation  classes  were 
extended  during  the  year.  An  open  invitation  is  given  to  all  expec- 
tant mothers  whether  booked  in  hospital  or  on  the  district.  During 
the  year  special  evening  discussion  groups  were  commenced  for 
husbands  only.  All  the  classes  are  run  by  the  midwives,  and  the 
health  visitors  take  their  part  in  giving  talks  after  the  birth  of  the 
baby.  The  following  is  an  example  of  the  subjects  covered  during  a 
course  of  Parent  Craft  ; 

1.  General  Discussion. 

2.  "Healthy  Living  During  Pregnancy.” 

3.  "What  Happens  During  Labour.” 

4.  "Yours  and  Our  Part  During  the  Lying-in  Period.” 

5.  "Infant  Feeding.” 

6.  Film — "The  Birth  of  a Baby.” 

On  completion  of  the  Course,  appointments  are  made  for 
relaxation  and  exercise  classes.  That  the  facilities  have  proved  of 
great  value  is  evidence  by  the  many  expressions  of  appreciation  by 
mothers  for  the  great  help  the  classes  and  lectures  have  proved  both 
at  the  time  of  confinement  and  with  the  care  of  the  baby  afterwards. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  given  talks  to  various 
organisations  and  staffs  engaged  in  the  food  trades  and  these  were 
well  received.  Included  amongst  these  was  an  excellent  course  for 
members  of  the  Catering  Trade  sponsored  by  the  Chesterfield 
Technical  College.  This  course  was  very  well  supported  and  it  is 
hoped  that  such  courses  will  be  repeated  by  the  College.  The 
assistance  given  by  Dr.  GiUespie  and  his  staff  at  the  Sheffield  Public 
Health  Laboratory  in  the  preparing  of  cultures  and  the  loaning  of 
other  exhibits  to  demonstrate  these  lectures  is  herewith  gratefully 
acknowledged. 

Peg  board  displays  and  the  distribution  of  books,  leaflets  and 
pamphlets  on  Health  Education  and  prevention  of  disease  was 
continued  as  a routine  measure  throughout  the  year. 
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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES. 

Nineteen  sixty-one  was  a “measles”  year.  There  was  a con- 
siderable rise  in  the  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease 
during  the  year  ; 1,144  as  against  159  in  the  previous  year. 

1,048  notifications  of  measles  were  received  compared  with  15 
in  1960. 

30  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  as  compared  with  84 
in  the  previous  year. 

There  v^as  a complete  absence  of  poliomyelitis  in  1961,  and  for 
the  twelfth  consecutive  year  no  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  the 
Borough. 

As  regards  illness  generally,  an  indication  of  morbidity  is 
obtained  from  figures  kindly  supplied  weekly  by  the  local  office  of 
the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance.  There  is  nothing  outstanding 
to  report  in  the  year  1961  except  that  the  incidence  of  influenza 
rose  steeply  at  the  end  of  January  and  the  first  half  of  February. 

Food  Poisoning. 

One  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified,  the  agent  identified 
being  Salmonella  heidelburg.  The  particular  food  as  a causative 
agent  was  not  found.

Mass  Radiography. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital 
Board  made  its  annual  visit  to  the  Borough  during  June. 

Very  few  cases  of  suspected  tuberculosis  were  found  but  the 
discovery  of  tuberculosis  is  not  the  only  function  of  the  Unit. 
Otherconditionsof  the  chest  and  heart  are  discovered  by  this  method 
of  X-ray,  and  any  cases  found  are  reported  confidentially  to  the 
medical  practitioner  concerned  who  is  thus  able  to  commence 
immediate  treatment.

The  801  infants  who  were  brought  by  their  parents  to  a Centre 
for  the  first  time  during  the  year  represents  83%  of  the  babies  born 
in  1961. 

In  November  an  additional  weekly  clinic  session  was  commenced 
at  Old  Whittington  to  cater  for  the  new  housing  estates  in  that  area. 

Certain  proprietary  brands  of  dried  milk  and  other  dietary 
supplements  are  available  at  cost  price  at  the  Centres.  The  distri- 
bution of  welfare  foods  provided  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  is  carried 
out  from  the  central  office  in  the  Town  Hall  Clinic  and  from  all  the 
Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  various  parts  of  the  Borough.

All  expectant  mothers  attending  the  Ante-natal  clinic  for  the 

first  time  have  a blood  test  taken  to  determine  the  blood  group,  the 
Rh.  factor  and  the  presence  of  blood  disease.  They  also  have  a 
haemoglobin  estimation  test  periodically  and,  where  necessary,  are 
referred  to  their  own  doctor  for  treatment. 

All  the  patients  are  weighed  at  every  Ante-natal  visit  to  detect 
any  undue  increase  in  weight,  and  unless  they  have  been  X-rayed  in 
the  course  of  the  year  at  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  they  are  sent 
to  the  Chest  Chnic  for  a chest  X-ray.  Any  abnormality  found  as  a 
result  of  the  X-ray  is  referred  by  the  Medical  Officer  to  the  appropriate 
consultant  for  treatment. 


Although  the  primary  function  of  the  Ante-natal  Clinic  is  the 
care  of  expectant  mothers,  a great  amount  of  work  is  involved  in 
taking  the  initial  steps  in  the  selection  of  expectant  mothers  for 
admission  to  maternity  accommodation,  necessitating  as  it  does 
examination  by  the  Medical  Officer,  completion  of  application  forms 
and  visits  to  the  homes  by  the  Supervisor  of  Midwives  to  investigate 
any  sociological  grounds  for  admission  to  maternity  accommodation.

All  infants  weighing  S^-lbs.  or  less  are  defined  as  “Premature” 
and  space  is  provided  on  the  notification  of  birth  cards  for  the  weight 
at  birth  in  the  case  of  premature  births.  Special  attention  is  given  to 
premature  infants  in  their  own  homes  by  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Visiting  and  Midwifery  Services,  and  draught-proof  cots  with 
detachable  linings,  hot  water  bottles,  etc.,  together  with  suitable 
clothing,  are  available  when  necessary.  Premature  infants  born  in 
hospital  are  kept  under  special  supervision  by  the  Health  Visitors

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children. 

No  Motlier  and  Baby  Home  is  provided  directly  by  the  Local 
Health  Authority  but  arrangements  are  made  for  the  admission  of 
unmarried  mothers  to  Homes  provided  by  Moral  Welfare  Associa- 
tions. 

The  mothers  are  usually  resident  for  a month  before  the  birth 
of  the  child  and  are  transferred  from  the  Home  to  one  of  the  Mater- 
nity Homes  for  the  confinement,  and  where  necessary  return  to  the 
Home  usually  for  a further  two  months,  making  a total  stay  of 
approximately  13  weeks.  In  certain  cases,  i.e.,  when  arrangements 
are  being  made  for  the  adoption  of  the  baby  or  illness  of  the  baby, 
a further  extension  of  stay  in  the  Home  is  granted.  During  the  year 
under  review  10  unmarried  expectant  mothers  were  admitted  to 
Homes.

SECTION  24— HEALTH  VISITING. 

The  establishment  of  the  Health  Visiting  Service  is  one  Senior 
Health  Visitor  and  eight  Health  Visitors  who  are  also  School  Nurses, 
and  a Clinic  Nurse. 

In  addition  to  home  visiting  an  important  part  of  the  work  of 
the  Health  Visitors  is  that  of  giving  advice  in  Mother  Craft  at  the 
Child  Welfare  Centres  and  during  1961  the  Health  Visitors  made  632 
attendances  at  the  Centres. 

The  Hospital  Authorities  inform  the  Health  Visitors  of  the 
discharge  from  hospital  of  children  requiring  follow-up  care  and  the 
Health  Visitors  visit  them  regularly  for  as  long  as  is  necessary. 
Although  there  are  not  yet  any  arrangements  for  Health  Visitors 
to  work  in  conjunction  with  a General  Medical  Practitioner  or 
group  of  Practitioners  there  is  close  co-operation  in  so  far  as  the 
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doctors  ask  the  Health  Visiting  Service  to  investigate  in  difficult 
cases,  particularly  in  connection  with  problem  families.  Any  cases 
requiring  medical  treatment  discovered  by  the  Health  Visitors  during 
the  course  of  routine  visiting  or  at  the  Clinics  are  referred  to  the 
family  doctors. 

A considerable  amount  of  time  is  spent  by  the  Health  Visitors 
in  caring  for  old  people  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  social  work 
done  in  this  field  is  invaluable. 

The  Health  Visitors  work  in  close  co-operation  with  various 
statutory  and  voluntary  bodies  concerned  with  the  care  of  mothers 
and  young  children,  and  with  the  care  of  the  aged  and  sick.  They 
also  play  avital  part  in  the  various  schemes  for  the  care  of  prema- 
tureinfants,  illegitimate  children,  boarded  out  children  and  adoptions.

SECTION  25— HOME  NURSING. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  comprises  a Superintendent  and 
11  Visiting  Nurses  who  attend  cases  of  any  nature  except  certain 
notifiable  diseases.  Their  duties  also  include  the  nursing  care  of 
patients  on  discharge  from  hospital.  Tribute  should  be  paid  to  the 
Superintendent  and  Visiting  Nurses  for  the  part  they  take  in  the 
running  of  the  laundry  service  for  incontinent  old  people.

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SECTION  28— PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS, 

CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  Health  Visitors  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  staff 
of  the  Chest  Clinic.  They  attend  at  the  Chest  Clinic  once  each  month 
when  they  discuss  matters  relating  to  patients  and  after  care  generally 
with  the  Chest  Physician.  This  liaison  is  proving  of  inestimable 
value  to  the  patients  and  affected  households  and  the  smooth  work- 
ing of  the  service  generally. 

All  new  cases  are  visited  by  the  Health  Visitors  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  advice  to  both  patients  and  contacts  and  follow  up  visits 
are  made  at  regular  intervals.  During  the  year  under  review,  282 
visits  were  made. 

Actual  nursing  of  home  patients  is  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the 
Home  Nursing  Service,  and  bed  and  bedding  is  available  on  loan  in 
necessitous  cases. 

General. 

The  work  of  prevention  of  illness,  care  and  after  care,  although 
the  duty  of  the  Local  Health  Authority,  could  not  progress  satis- 
factorily ^vithout  close  co-operation  with  the  various  Statutory  and 
Voluntary  Agencies — such  as  the  Welfare  Department,  the  National 
Assistance  Board,  Hospital  Almoners,  W.V.S.,  Red  Cross,  etc.  It  is 
pleasing  to  report  that  in  Chesterfield  such  co-operation  is  ver\' 
real. 

The  Hospital  Management  Committee  rely  to  a great  extent 
on  sociological  reports  by  Health  Visitors  in  connection  with  the 
admission  of  chronic  sick  to  hospital.  The  Hospital  Almoners  refer 
to  the  Department  cases  on  discharge  from  hospital  requiring  after 
care.  These  are  either  attended  by  the  Home  Nurses  or  super\dsed 
and  advised  by  the  Health  Visitors.  The  Health  Visitors  also  play  a 
large  part  in  the  schemes  for  the  care  of  old  people,  particularly  in 
regard  to  visiting  and  making  recommendations  for  admission  to 
old  people’s  homes. 

Sick  room  equipment,  such  as  bed  pans,  urinals,  mackintosh 
sheeting,  inhalers,  air  rings,  bed  cradles,  etc.,  is  available  for  loan 
when  required  for  patients  being  nursed  at  home.  Larger  items 
such  as  wheel  chairs  and  crutches  are  loaned  in  appropriate  cases. 
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CHIROPODY  SERVICE. 


In  June,  1961,  the  Chiropody  Scheme  was  implemented  to 
provide  treatment  for  the  elderly,  the  physically  handicapped  and 
expectant  mothers.  When  applications  for  chiropody  treatment 
are  received,  the  normal  procedure  is  for  a Health  Visitor  to  call 
on  the  applicant,  explain  the  scope  of  the  scheme  and  make  some 
assessment  of  the  priority. 

It  was  only  possible  to  appoint  one  Chiropodist  to  take  part 
in  the  Scheme  because  of  the  necessary  qualifications  required 
under  the  National  Health  Service  (Medical  Auxiharies)  Regulations 
1954,  and  for  only  one  session  per  week  to  be  held.  The  Clinic  is 
held  during  the  evening  and  arrangements  are  made  for  eight 
patients  to  attend.  At  the  commencement  of  the  Scheme  all  the 
general  practitioners  in  the  town  were  informed  that  the  Service 
was  available. 

The  Clinic  is  held  every  Tuesday  evening  in  the  Borough  Health 
Department  Clinic,  To\vn  Hall.  Several  applications  were  received 
for  domiciliary  treatment,  but  it  was  not  possible  to  fit  in  domiciliary 
visits.  In  many  cases,  however,  when  the  Health  Visitor  called  to 
assess  the  position  it  was  found  that  if  transport  were  provided  some 
of  these  applicants  could  attend  the  Clinic  and  with  the  co-operation 
of  the  Ambulance  Service  this  was  arranged.  Those  patients  who 
definitely  require  a domiciliary  visit  have  been  placed  on  a waiting 
list  until  such  time  as  domiciliary  visits  can  be  made. 

The  number  of  applications  received  has  shown  the  need  for  a 
Chiropody  Service  for  the  aged  and  infirm.  Pressure  on  the  Service 
has  meant  that  repeat  treatments  at  the  Clinic  have  had  to  wait 
from  8 to  12  weeks.  A few  patients  have  discontinued  attendance 
because  of  the  waiting  period  between  treatments. 

Some  of  the  patients  requiring  transport  to  the  Clinic  at  first 
seemed  to  make  a trouble  of  having  to  attend  the  Clinic,  but  now 
most  of  them  look  forv^ard  to  their  next  appointment  because  it  is 
often  the  only  occasion  they  go  out  and  they  seem  to  enjoy  the 
opportunity  of  chatting  to  the  other  patients. 

Some  difficulty  is  caused  by  patients  failing  to  keep  appoint- 
ments, sometimes  due  to  illness  or  bad  weather.  When  a patient 
does  not  arrive,  the  time  allocated  for  their  treatment  is  often  wasted 
and  these  broken  appointments  are  an  important  factor  in  the 
building  up  of  waiting  lists.

The  work  of  helping  the  blind  and  partially  sighted  to  overcome 
their  disability  has  meant  that  the  home  teachers  made  some  2,500 
home  visits,  despite  the  fact  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  withdraw 
one  from  her  district  for  three  days  in  every  week  for  the  greater 
part  of  the  year.  The  home  teacher  concerned  undertook  extensive 
training  at  the  suggestion  of  and  with  the  help  of  the  County 
Supervisor  of  Home  Teachers,  in  preparation  for  the  certificate  of 
home  teachers. 

The  service  has  also  meant  close  co-operation  with  the  Home 
Help  Service,  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  run  by  the  W.V.S.,  the 
National  Assistance  Board,  Hospitals  and  with  many  other  statutory 
and  voluntary  organisations. 

Special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  Derbyshire  Association  for 
the  Blind  whose  generous  and  unstinted  help  has  made  it  possible  to 
give  these  handicapped  people  many  little  extras  they  would  not 
otherwise  have  received. 

Craft  classes  have  been  held  weekly.  During  the  year  it  was 
decided  to  combine  the  two  former  weekly  classes  and  hold  a larger 
one  at  the  Edmund  Street  Clinic  with  both  home  teachers  in  atten- 
dance. Sixty-six  craft  classes  were  held  during  the  year  with  an 
average  attendance  of  fourteen,  and  the  special  craft  class  for  the 
mentally  subnormal  blind  girls  continued  to  be  held. 

Social  activities  for  the  bhnd  during  the  year  included  a com- 
bined outing  to  Buxton  in  co-operation  with  the  County  Welfare 
Department  and  the  Derbyshire  Association  for  the  Bhnd,  an 
outing  to  Cleethorpes  and  a Christmas  Tea  and  Social  held  in  the  St. 
James  Hall.  This  last  event  was  made  more  successful  by  the 
generosity  of  many  local  shops  who  suppHed  gifts.

The  year  saw  the  moving  of  the  Craft  Class  from  the  Divisional 
Welfare  Offices  to  other  premises,  and  although  these  premises  are 
by  no  means  adequate,  it  has  meant  that  it  is  possible  to  hold  a 
daily  class  for  the  ambulant  handicapped.  A number  of  mentally 
subnormal  people  who  were  considered  suitable  by  the  Welfare 
Officers  were  introduced  to  the  class,  and  arrangements  were  made 
for  unwanted  pianos  and  furniture  to  be  delivered  there  and  dis- 
mantled for  the  salvaged  wood  or  to  be  made  into  firewood.  Other 
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activities  include  the  making  of  milk  bottle  holders,  telescopic 
props  and  similar  articles,  but  the  inadequacy  of  the  accommodation 
has  made  it  impossible  to  carry  out  any  “clean  crafts”  to  any  extent, 
although  a number  of  non-ambulant  handicapped  persons  brought 
by  taxi  or  in  some  cases  by  tlae  kind  co-operation  of  the  W.V.S., 
for  one  afternoon  during  the  week  are  making  felt  toys  and  rugs. 

The  visiting  of  the  handicapped  in  their  homes  is  mainly  in 
the  hands  of  the  Welfare  Officers,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  future  will 
see  the  extension  of  diversionary  work  done  by  the  physically  handi- 
capped at  home. 

In  conjunction  with  a scheme  organised  by  the  County  Welfare 
Department,  fourteen  physically  handicapped  patients  of  Chester- 
field were  taken  for  a week’s  hoHday  to  Squires  Gates  Holiday  Camp 
at  Blackpool  in  June.  The  Christmas  Tea  and  Social,  which  appeared 
to  be  enjoyed  by  all  concerned,  was  held  in  December. 


WELFARE  OF  THE  DEAF  AND  DUMB. 

The  number  of  deaf  persons  on  the  register  at  the  31st  Decem- 
ber, 1961,  totalled  29,  there  being  16  males  and  13  females. 

Their  welfare  in  the  Borough  is  very  adequately  rmdertaken  by 
a County  Welfare  Officer  whose  duties  in  the  Borough  are  on  a part- 
time  basis.  The  service  rendered  is  in  many  cases  of  a very  personal 
nature,  including  visits  to  places  of  employment,  business  estabfish- 
ments  and  solicitors’  offices  to  interpret  on  the  behalf  of  deaf 
persons. 

Following  complaints  of  inadequacy  of  the  acccmmodation  at 
the  premises  where  the  Social  Club  was  held,  the  club  has  been 
temporarily  installed  at  the  Edmund  Street  Clinic  and  appears  to  be 
well  attended. 

A Hard  of  Hearing  Club  has  also  been  formed  and  regular  lip 
reading  classes  are  held. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Chesterfield,  Bolsover  and 
Clowne  Water  Board  has  kindty  supplied  the  following  report. 

The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  is  provided  by  the  Chesterfield 
Bolsover  and  Clowne  Water  Board.  Water  sources  at  Linacre  and 
Holymoorside,  after  treatment,  and  underground  supplies  from 
Bolsover,  after  softening,  are  supplemented  by  two  bulk  suppHes, 
the  whole  being  distributed  from  covered  service  reservoirs. 

All  waters  were  monitored  for  radioactive  substances,  but  the 
levels  in  waters  supplied  have  been  very  low.  During  September, 
however,  there  was  a distinct  increase  in  the  activity  in  rainwater. 
This  persisted  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Chemically  and  bacteriologically  the  water  was  satisfactory, 
and  very  few  consumers’  complaints  were  received.  The  quantity 
proved  adequate  during  the  year,  and  no  restrictions  on  its  use  were 
imposed. 

Frequent  examinations — both  chemical  and  bacteriological — 
were  carried  out  in  the  Board’s  laboratories.  These  samples  covered 
raw  and  treated  waters  in  addition  to  distributed  supplies. 

Raw  river  sources  from  two  sources  were  contaminated  by  lead 
to  a very  slight  degree,  but  after  treatment  and  blending  the  lead 
content  and  plumbo-solvency  were  virtually  non-existent. 

No  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination 
during  the  year.

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Swimming  Pools  and  Baths. 

There  are  two  open  air  swimming  pools  and  one  indoor  swimming 
bath  in  the  Borough,  all  of  which  are  owned  and  controlled  by  the 
Corporation.  All  are  equipped  for  continuous  filtration  and  chemical 
dosage. 

The  open  air  baths  which  are  under  the  control  of  the  Parks  & 
Cemeteries  Committee  are  in  continuous  use  from  April  to  October 
and  the  indoor  bath  at  the  Harry  Cropper  School  is  in  use  from  April 
until  the  end  of  December.  All  the  baths  are  used  extensively 
during  the  day  for  swimming  instruction  by  the  schools  of  the 
Borough  and  the  surrounding  district,  and  at  other  times  are  open 
to  the  general  public,  and  also  by  various  swimming  clubs  in  the 
Borough. 

Frequent  samples  have  been  taken  from  all  the  baths  for  bac- 
teriological examination,  to  ensure  that  a satisfactory  standard  of 
purity  is  maintained,  special  attention  being  paid  to  the  indoor  bath 
which  is  in  almost  continuous  use  by  young  swimmers. 

It  is  gratif}dng  to  report  that  all  of  the  24  samples  submitted 
to  the  County  Laboratories  during  the  year  were  found  to  be  satis- 
factory, and  this  reflects  great  credit  on  the  bath  attendants. 

Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Manager  and  Chemist  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  has 
kindly  provided  the  following  information  : 

During  1961  full  scale  experimental  work  was  continued,  yield- 
ing very  valuable  information  which  may  well  result  in  a saving  of 
approximately  £50,000  when  Stage  II  of  the  present  scheme  of 
sewage  works  extensions  is  put  in  hand.  The  Council’s  consulting 
engineers  continued  detail  work  in  connection  with  Stage  I of  the 
extensions  with  a view  to  the  invitation  of  tenders  late  in  1962, 
for  the  construction  of  this  part  of  the  scheme. 


Pet  Animals  Act  1951. 

Licences  have  been  issued  under  the  above  Act  to  6 keepers  of 
Pets  Shops,  four  being  in  respect  of  permanent  premises  and  two  in 
respect  of  stalls  in  the  open  market  where  pet  animals  are  sold.  A 
total  of  54  visits  have  been  made  to  these  premises  to  ensure  that  the 
conditions  under  which  the  animals  are  kept  and  sold  are  in  confor- 
mity with  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  Special  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  display  of  pets  in  the  open  market,  where  exposure  to 
variable  weather  conditions  might  adversely  affect  young  animals, 
but  at  all  times  these  have  been  given  proper  protection.  In  only 
one  instance  was  it  necessary  to  give  a warning  for  an  infringement 
of  the  Act,  and  this  was  in  respect  of  lock-up  premises  where  the 
owner’s  home  address  was  not  prominently  displayed,  should  this 
be  required  in  case  of  emergency  outside  business  hours. 
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Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act  1951. 

Two  premises  in  the  Borough  are  registered  under  this  Act, 
one  being  a factory  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  mattresses, 
and  the  other  in  the  making  of  new  upholstered  furniture.  In  both 
these  factories  only  new  filling  is  used  and  as  all  these  are  purchased 
under  the  guarantee  of  the  British  Standards  Institute  as  to  quality 
and  purity,  it  has  not  been  considered  necessary  to  submit  samples 
of  these  materials  for  analysis.  The  factories  have  been  subjected  to 
inspection  during  the  year  and  satisfactory  conditions  have  been 
maintained.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  conditions  which  apply  to 
the  fillings  put  into  new  upholstered  articles  cannot  also  be  applied 
to  the  renovation  of  second-hand  furniture,  as  the  condition  of  some 
of  the  fillings  used,  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

The  Markham  Municipal  Hostel  is  the  only  common  lodging 
house  in  the  Borough,  and  it  is  owned  by  the  Corporation  and  con- 
trolled by  the  Health  and  Welfare  Committee.  The  Hostel  has 
accommodation  for  114  male  lodgers,  and  throughout  the  year  it 
has  been  occupied  to  approximately  72  per  cent  of  its  capacity. 
While  this  fulfils  the  purpose  of  a common  lodging  house  in  that  it 
offers  nightly  accommodation  to  travellers  passing  from  town  to 
town,  it  is  used  to  a far  greater  extent  by  lower  paid  workers  who 
find  work  in  the  town  and  the  surrounding  district  and  stay  for  the 
duration  of  their  employment  in  the  district.  These  workers  would 
otherwise  have  great  difficulty  in  finding  private  lodgings  within 
their  limited  means.  It  also  provides  a permanent  home  for  a number 
of  old  age  pensioners  and  single  men  who  are  natives  of  the  Borough 
and  who  are  without  homes  and  families  to  look  after  their  needs. 
As  no  other  comparable  accommodation  is  available  in  the  district 
for  these  less  fortunate  members  of  the  communitj^  the  Hostel  can 
be  considered  as  fulfilling  a necessary  and  useful  service. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949. 

While  it  is  true  to  say  that  the  continued  attack  on  rats  and 
mice  which  has  been  waged  over  the  last  few  years  has  resulted  in 
the  elimination  of  most  of  the  heavily  infested  areas  in  the  Borough, 
the  need  to  track  down  the  migrant  rodents  over  wider  areas  stiU 
remains  and  this  has  continued  during  the  year.  The  free  service 
which  is  available  to  occupiers  of  domestic  premises  results  in  early 
notification  of  visitations  to  premises  by  rats  and  mice  and  assists 
the  Rodent  Operative  in  dealing  with  these  before  they  can  become 
entrenched.  It  has  been  found,  however,  that  small  infestations 
have  developed  on  the  new  housing  estates  and  in  one  or  two  cases 
rats  have  "moved  in”  to  some  of  the  new  houses  before  the  legitimate 
tenants.  There  are  explainable  reasons  for  this,  the  principal  one 
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being  that  these  estates  ai'e  being  opened  up  on  agricultural  land 
which  in  some  cases  has  necessitated  the  demolition  of  farm  build- 
ings, with  the  resultant  displacement  of  rats  and  mice,  who  find 
cover  in  cavity  walls  and  under  site  huts.  Secondly,  the  food 
requirements  of  these  pests  have  been  maintained  by  the  discarded 
food  of  the  workmen  on  these  sites.  Greater  care  in  the  proper 
disposal  of  this  waste  food  would  obviate  some  discomfort  to  the 
residents  and  would  ease  the  work  of  the  Department. 

In  common  with  most  other  parts  of  the  country  there  was  a 
slight  increase  in  notification  of  small  infestations  in  both  business 
premises  and  domestic  premises  but  these  have  been  satisfactorily 
controlled.  Details  are  given  below  of  the  notifications  received  and 
visits  made  in  connection  with  rodent  control. 

In  addition  to  surface  treatments  carried  out,  sewers,  particu- 
larly those  in  the  older  part  of  the  town  have  been  poison  baited, 
and  test  baits  have  been  laid  in  other  parts  of  the  sewerage  system 
to  ascertain  the  extent  of  infestations.  A total  of  120  manholes  were 
baited  for  this  purpose.

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

A determined  effort  is  now  being  made  to  reduce  the  level  of 
atmospheric  polution  in  the  Borough,  and  1961  will  be  notable  in 
this  respect,  for  on  the  1st  June  the  first  Smoke  Control  Order 
covering  approximately  90  acres  in  the  centre  of  Chesterfield  and 
containing  644  premises,  including  191  dwelling  houses  became 
operative.  The  detailed  survey  of  all  the  properties  in  the  area 
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proved  to  be  invaluable  when  the  time  came  for  the  adaptatoin 
of  heating  appliances  to  be  considered  and  from  the  information 
obtained,  informative  letters  were  sent  to  the  occupiers  of  all  the 
premises  in  the  area  suggesting  the  works  which  would  be  necessary 
to  comply  with  the  Smoke  Control  Order  and  details  were  given  as 
to  the  pajTTient  of  grants  where  these  were  applicable.  The  response 
from  the  residents  in  the  area  was  most  gratifying  ; a very  high 
percentage  of  the  work  being  carried  out  informally  before  the 
operative  date. 

The  Chesterfield  No.  2 (Newbold)  Smoke  Control  Order  which 
was  made  by  the  Borough  Council  on  the  9th  December,  1960,  was 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  confirmation  early  in  1961.  This  area 
included  the  Newbold  and  Dunston  housing  estates  developed  by 
the  Corporation  in  the  post  war  years.  The  size  of  this  area  is  428 
acres  and  contains  1,509  dwelling  houses,  1,358  of  which  are  owned 
by  the  Corporation.  Objections  were  made  to  the  confirmation  of  the 
Order  by  two  residents  in  the  area  and  a Public  Enquiry  was  held. 
The  Order  was,  however,  subsequently  confirmed  by  the  Ministry 
on  12th  September,  1961,  the  operative  date  being  fixed  for  the  1st 
July,  1982.  The  adaptation  of  heating  appliances  in  this  area  has 
already  commenced. 

The  survey  of  a further  area  of  548  acres  in  the  west  Borough 
and  contiguous  with  the  No.  2 (Newbold)  Area  was  completed  during 
the  latter  half  of  the  year.  This  area  contains  1,130  existing  domestic 
dwellings  and  also  includes  a new  housing  estate  now  in  the  course  of 
development,  which  will,  when  completed,  contain  a further  700 
houses.  The  Borough  Council  made  the  Chesterfield  No.  3 (Ashgate) 
Smoke  Control  Order  in  respect  of  this  area  and  this  was  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  for  confirmation  in  December.  The  suggested  date 
for  the  operation  of  this  latest  order  is  1st  January,  1963.  While 
every  endeavour  has  been  made  to  maintain  progress  in  extending 
Smoke  Control  so  as  to  complete  the  five  year  progi'amme  on  time, 
some  delay  has  already  occurred  due  to  the  len^h  of  time  which  has 
elapsed  between  the  making  of  the  Order  and  receiving  confirmation 
of  the  same  by  the  Ministry.  This  delay  was  doubtless  inevitable  in 
respect  of  the  No.  1 and  No.  2 Orders  where  objections  occurred,  but 
it  is  hoped  that  the  simpHfied  procedure  to  be  adopted  by  the  Ministry' 
in  respect  of  subsequent  submissions  will  result  in  schedules  being 
maintained. 

The  progress  made  in  reducing  domestic  pollution  has  also  been 
followed  in  respect  of  industrial  pollution.  Four  hand  fired  boiler 
plants  have  been  converted  to  mechanical  firing  and  a further  plant 
has  changed  from  coal  to  oil  burning.  As  the  seven  year  period 
allowed  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956  for  the  modernisation  of  the 
older  boiler  plants  now  in  use  is  running  out,  the  owners  of  such 
plants  in  the  Borough  have  been  reminded  by  letter  and  have  been 
advised  to  expedite  the  conversion  or  renewal  of  inefficient  furnaces 
so  as  to  ensure  full  compliance  of  the  Act  by  July,  1963. 
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Mention  must  be  made  of  the  disappearance  of  one  fairly  heavy 
source  of  pollution  in  the  Borough  during  the  year,  but  the  circum- 
stances which  led  to  this  gives  no  cause  for  satisfaction.  In  Novem- 
ber the  two  blast  furnaces  of  the  Sheepbridge  Company  were  closed 
down  permanently  and  an  old  established  and  valuable  industry  was 
lost  to  the  district.  A certain  amount  of  pollution  is  inevitable  in  an 
industry  of  this  nature,  but  when  the  old  blast  furnace  was  replaced 
in  1952  by  the  two  new  blast  furnaces  and  the  whole  plant  was 
modernised,  the  Sheepbridge  Company  installed  expensive  plant  to 
reduce  pollution  to  a minimum  and  the  co-operation  which  has 
existed  between  the  management  and  the  Health  Department  to 
this  end  must  be  acknowledged. 

AppUcations  for  prior  approval  of  new  boiler  plants  have  been 
received  in  respect  of  1 1 premises,  and  these  were  granted. 

A total  of  135  observations  and  visits  were  made  in  connection 
witli  industrial  pollution  and  14  infringements  of  the  regulations 
occurred.  These  infringements  mostly  occurred  where  the  furnaces 
were  hand  fired  and  on  each  occasion  the  boiler  house  personnel 
were  interviewed  and  warnings  were  given. 

The  measurement  of  deposited  solids  and  of  sulphur  dioxide 
has  continued  throughout  the  year  at  the  four  stations  sited  in  the 
Borough  and  monthly  records  have  been  supplied  to  the  Department 
of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  in  connection  with  the  national 
survey  carried  out  by  that  Department.  Details  of  these  measure- 
ments are  given  in  tabulated  form  at  the  end  of  this  section.  It  will 
be  seen  that  there  was  a reduction  in  the  averages  of  both  the  sohds 
deposited  and  of  the  sulphur  recorded  at  all  of  the  stations  com- 
pared with  those  recorded  in  1960.  Owing  to  persistent  damage  to 
the  deposit  gauge  by  vandals  in  Queen’s  Park,  from  April  onwards, 
it  was  decided  to  abandon  recording  at  this  site. 

Chesterfield  has  been  selected  by  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research  as  one  of  100  representative  towns  to  un- 
dertake daily  volumetric  recording  of  atmospheric  pollution  in 
connection  with  a more  accurate  survey  of  pollution  now  being 
undertaken,  and  it  has  been  agreed  to  install  three  recording 
instruments  at  selected  sites  in  the  Borough  for  this  purpose.  The 
instruments  are  to  be  installed  early  in  1961  and  it  is  intended  that 
these  will  eventually  replace  the  station  now  in  use. 

The  North  East  Derbyshire  Clean  Air  Consultative  Committee, 
on  which  are  represented  thirteen  contiguous  Local  Authorities  in 
the  north  east  of  the  County  has  continued  to  meet  every  three 
months  at  the  Town  Hall,  Chesterfield,  to  discuss  problems  of  mutual 
interest  concerning  atmospheric  pollution.  The  existence  of  this 
Committee  has  proved  invaluable  at  this  time  when  the  establish- 
ment of  Smoke  Control  areas  is  being  pursued  in  this  part  of  the 
County.  The  Committee  in  co-operation  with  the  Solid  Smokeless 
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Fuel  Federation  and  the  Gas  and  Electricity  Undertakings  staged  a 
Clean  Air  Exhibition  in  March,  which  included  a static  exhibition 
in  the  Chesterfield  Market  Hall,  together  with  Mobile  Exhibition 
Units  which  visited  the  surrounding  Local  Authority  areas.  The 
Exhibition  was  of  a very  high  standard  and  reflected  great  credit 
on  the  organisers.  While  the  attendance  by  the  general  public  was 
somewhat  disappointing  it  proved  to  be  of  considerable  value  to  the 
residents  in  the  Central  and  Newbold  Smoke  Control  Areas.

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Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations  1960. 

All  the  milk  sold  in  the  Borough  is  designated  under  the  above 
Regulations  and  is  bottled  before  sale  to  the  public.  As  the  whole  of 
Derbyshire  is  now  also  a compulsory  Eradication  Area  all  the  dairy 
herds  from  which  the  milk  supply  is  derived  are  by  this  time  vir- 
tually free  from  tubercule  infection  and  the  risk  of  tuberculosis 
through  the  agency  of  milk  is  now  therefore  practically  non-existent. 
Considerably  more  than  90%  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  Borough  is 
pasteurised,  most  of  the  milk  being  treated  in  a large  modern  dairy 
situated  in  the  Borough,  under  the  constant  supervision  of  the  Health 
Department. 

Frequent  samples  are  taken  from  the  incoming  bulk  supplies 
to  the  dairy,  the  milk  being  collected  over  a very  wide  area  in 
Derbyshire,  to  test  the  compositional  quality,  and  the  analyses  of 
185  such  samples  taken  showed  the  supplies  generally  to  be  of  good 
quality.  Only  9 of  the  samples  taken  from  supplies  v^ere  found  to  be 
substandard. 

Samples  are  also  taken  of  the  milk  after  heat  treatment,  both 
at  the  dairy  and  during  distribution  and  these  are  submitted  to  the 
County  Bacteriological  Laboratories  and  subjected  to  the  Phos- 
phatase and  Methylene  Blue  Tests  to  determine  the  effectiveness  of 
the  heat  treatment  and  the  keeping  quality  of  the  milk.  Thirty-six 
such  samples  have  been  tested  during  the  year,  all  of  which  satisfied 
the  heat  treatment  test  and  thirty-two  samples  were  found  to  have 
satisfactory  keeping  quality.  The  other  four  samples  submitted 
could  not  be  tested  owing  to  the  unfavourable  atmospheric  tempera- 
tures prevailing  at  the  time  when  the  samples  were  delivered. 


Milk  Tested  for  Tubercle  Bacilli 

The  excellent  progress  which  has  been  made  towards  the  com- 
plete eradication  of  tuberculosis  from  dairy  herds  throughout  Great 
Britain  and  the  periodic  tuberculin  testing  of  such  herds  by  the 
Veterinary  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  coupled  with  the  increasing  amount  of  milk  now  being  sub- 
jected to  heat  treatment,  has  relieved  Local  Authorities  of  the 
necessity  for  taking  samples  of  raw  milk  for  biological  examination 
on  the  scale  that  was  considered  to  be  necessary  a few  years  ago,  to 
safeguard  the  milk  supply.  But  until  total  eradication  is  an  estab- 
lished fact  and  it  has  stoodthe  test  of  time,  it  is  considered  that  periodic 
samples  should  be  taken  by  the  Department  from  those  producer- 
retailers  who  are  supplying  raw  milk  direct  to  the  consumer.  There 
are  seventeen  such  suppliers  in  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  fourteen  samples  have  been  taken  from  these 
supplies  and  have  been  subjected  to  biological  examination  at  the 
Derbyshire  County  Bacteriological  Department.  All  the  supplies 
proved  to  be  satisfactory. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  Slaughterhouses  Report  which  was  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  before  1st  November, 
1960,  in  which  it  was  claimed  that  the  Corporation  Abattoir,  the 
only  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough,  was  capable  of  satisfying  the 
present  and  futiure  slaughtering  requirements  for  the  Borough 
was  accepted  by  the  Ministry  and  the  Order  made  by  the  Minister 
became  operative  on  the  1st  April,  1961 . 

The  Abattoir  was  built  by  the  Corporation  in  1933  and  so  well 
was  it  planned  at  that  time  that  it  fulfilled  all  the  high  standards 
of  construction  and  hygiene  now  prescribed  in  the  Regulations  for 
new  slaughterhouses  without  any  appreciable  adaptation.  Since  the 
decontrol  of  meat  supplies  it  has  satisfied  the  needs,  not  only  of  the 
Borough,  but  also  a wide  area  in  North  East  Derbyshire,  and  now 
supplies  a population  of  more  than  120,000. 

All  slaughtering  in  the  Abattoir  is  carried  out  by  slaughtermen 
employed  by  the  Corporation,  an  all-in  charge  being  levied  for 
lairage,  slaughtering  and  hanging  after  slaughter.  An  increasing 
amount  of  meat  passing  through  the  Abattoir  is  handled  by  large 
wholesalers  who  sell  meat  “off  the  hook”  to  retailers. 

A total  of  52,316  food  animals  were  slaughtered  in  the  Abattoir 
during  the  year  which  represents  an  increase  of  approximately 
six  thousand  over  the  previous  year.  All  the  animals  slaughtered 
were  subjected  to  ante-mortem  and  post-mortem  inspection  by 
resident  Meat  Inspectors  of  the  Health  Department  and  this  in- 
spection resulted  in  26^  tons  of  meat  and  offal  being  condemned  as 
unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Mention  was  made  in  last  year’s  report  of  the  spectacular 
reduction  in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle  passing  through 
the  Abattoir,  which  has  resulted  from  compulsory  eradication  of 
this  disease  from  beef  and  dairy  herds  in  a large  part  of  the  country. 
During  1961  only  1.075  per  cent  of  the  cows  and  0.373  per  cent  of 
the  biillocks  and  heifers  slaughtered  were  found  to  be  infected  with 
tuberculosis,  and  these  were  only  slight  infections.  These  figures 
compare  with  10.76  per  cent  in  respect  of  cows  and  2.78  per  cent  in 
other  cattle  for  1960  and  56.2  per  cent  and  27.7  per  cent  respective 
twelve  years  ago.  It  can  now  be  said  that  this  destructive  disease 
has  now  been  overcome  by  Veterinary  Science  and  will  soon  join 
the  list  of  rare  diseases. 

A similar  decrease  is  also  recorded  in  the  incidence  of  tuber- 
culosis in  pigs  slaughtered,  only  0.857  per  cent  were  found  to  be 
infected  during  the  year  compared  with  2.01  per  cent  in  the  previous 
year. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  section  that 
incidence  of  other  diseases  in  cattle  does  not  show  the  same  decrease 
as  in  the  case  of  tuberculosis,  the  percentage  being  36.68  in  cows  and 
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19.71  in  other  cattle.  The  figures  are  not  as  serious  as  they  might 
appear  for  they  include  parasitic  conditions  in  cattle  which  are  veiy' 
common  but  are  rarely  destructive  to  any  great  degree.  The  liver 
fluke  is  the  most  common  of  these  parasites  but  the  effect  on 
the  animal  is  largely  confined  to  the  liver  and  the  carcase  meat  is 
unimpaired.  By  reference  to  the  table  it  will  be  seen  that  only  4-J- 
tons  of  the  26^  tons  of  meat  and  offal  condemned  was  actually 
carcase  meat. 

A total  of  43  animals  inspected  were  found  to  be  affected  by  the 
parasite  cystericercus  bovis,  but  in  each  case  the  infestation  was 
confined  to  the  head  or  the  heart  and  there  was  no  case  of  generalisa- 
tion in  the  carcase.  After  condemnation  of  the  infected  organ  the 
carcases  were  retained  in  cold  storage  for  the  requisite  period  before 
being  liberated  for  human  consumption. 

The  inspection  of  other  foods  on  the  premises  of  wholesale 
distributors,  retail  traders,  and  in  food  factories  resulted  in  almost 
4^  tons  of  various  foods  being  condemned  bringing  the  combined 
total  of  all  food  condemned  to  just  over  30^  tons.  Much  of  the 
condemned  food  was  disposed  of  for  processing  for  technical 
purposes  and  for  animal  feeding. 


The  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  1958. 

All  slaughtermen  operating  in  the  Borough  are  hcensed  by 
the  Borough  Council,  24  licences  being  issued  during  the  year  either 
as  new  licences  or  by  way  of  renewal.  Most  of  the  licensees  arc 
slaughtermen  employed  by  the  Corporation  at  the  Municipal 
Abattoir.  The  Abattoir  offers  good  training  facilities  for  young  men 
entering  the  meat  trade  and  the  new  licences  issued  were  to  such 


persons  who  had  acquired  competence  at  the  age  of  18.

A total  of  273  samples  of  food  and  drugs  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analyst  for  analysis.  These  included  207  samples  of  milk  and 
66  samples  of  various  foods  and  drugs. 

As  most  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  Borough  is  pasteurised  at  a large 
pasteurising  dairy  situated  in  the  Borough,  milk  sampling  was 
largely  concentrated  on  incoming  milk  supplies  to  that  dairy,  and 
185  of  the  milk  samples  were  taken  as  platform  tests  from  these 
supphes.  Nine  of  these  samples  were  found  to  be  not  genuine  or 
below  standard,  two  being  shghtly  deficient  in  both  milk  fat  and 
milk  sohds  other  than  milk  fat,  and  six  being  deficient  in  milk  fat 
to  the  extents  of  7.0,  7.3,  11.0,  14.0,  15.6  and  30.6  per  cent  res- 
pectively. Two  of  the  milk  fat  deficiencies  were  compensated  by 
milk  fat  in  excess  of  the  minimum  standard  in  other  churns  sent  in 
by  the  producers  at  the  same  time,  so  that  these  supplies  when 
bulked  together  were  of  satisfactory  quality.  The  milk  fat  deficiency 
of  30.6  per  cent  referred  to,  which  occurred  in  one  of  three  churns 
sent  in  by  a producer,  was  reduced  to  a deficiency  of  8.66  per  cent 
by  the  milk  fat  content  of  the  milk  in  the  other  churns. 

Traces  of  added  water,  shown  by  a deficiency  in  the  non  fatty 
sohds  and  by  the  raised  freezing  point  (Hortvet)  occurred  in  another 
of  the  informal  samples  of  milk  analysed.  While  the  amount  of  the 
adulteration  negatived  the  suggestion  of  a wilful  act,  formal  samples 
were  subsequently  taken  from  this  supply  on  the  producer’s 
premises  and  these  were  satisfactory. 

A formal  sample  of  milk  taken  from  a producer  retailer,  in  the 
course  of  dehvery  to  the  consumer  was  also  found  to  be  slightly 
deficient  in  milk  fat,  and  a written  warning  was  given  to  improve 
the  quahty  of  the  supply.  Subsequent  samples  taken  from  this 
supply  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  average  compositional  quahty  of  milk  for  each  Quarter  is 
given  in  the  following  table  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  a good 
standard  of  quahty  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year.

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Of  the  other  66  foods  and  drugs  sampled,  only  one  was  adversely 
reported  upon  by  the  Public  Analyst,  this  being  a tin  of  stewed 
steak  which  was  found  to  contain  only  66.5  per  cent  of  meat. 
The  Public  Analyst  expressed  an  opinion  that  Canned  Stewed 
Steak  should  contain  a minimum  of  70  per  cent  of  meat,  and  the 
sample  was,  therefore,  deficient.  In  the  absence  of  a prescribed 
standard  for  this  class  of  food,  no  further  action  was  taken  in  respect 
of  this  sample. 

Arising  from  the  sale  of  bread  to  a consumer  which  was  sub- 
sequently found  to  contain  mouse  droppings,  legal  proceedings  were 
taken  at  Borough  Magistrates  Court  under  Section  2 of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  against  a Bakery  firm  from  outside  the  Borough.  The 
defendants  pleaded  guilty  to  the  offence  and  a fine  of  £10  was 
imposed  by  the  Magistrates. 

At  the  same  Court  a local  firm  of  Bakers  were  prosecuted  for 
selling  a pork  sandwich  which  was  found  to  contain  a dead  cock- 
roach. In  this  case  also  the  defendants  pleaded  guilty  and  a fine  of 
£5  and  costs  amounting  to  ten  shillings  was  imposed.

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Ice-cream. 

There  are  six  premises  in  the  Borough  registered  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  1955  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream,  three  pro- 
ducing ice-cream  by  the  heat-treatment  method  and  three  using  a 
cold  mix  from  outside  source,  reconstituting  and  freezing  the  same 
on  the  registered  premises. 

In  addition  there  are  279  vendors  and  dealers  who  are  regis- 
tered for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice-cream  who  received  their  supplies 
from  manufacturers  outside  the  Borough. 

The  three  factories  where  heat  treatment  of  the  product  is 
carried  out  are  comparatively  small,  and  the  ices  are  sold  loose  by 
the  makers.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  these  premises  and  in  the 
main  they  are  well  conducted  and  operate  in  conformity  with  the 
Ice-cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations. 

A total  of  87  visits  have  been  made  to  the  premises  where  ice- 
cream is  made  and  sold  during  the  year. 

Samples  of  ice-cream  sold  in  the  Borough  have  been  taken  to 
test  both  the  quaUty  and  purity  of  the  supplies.  Three  samples 
submitted  to  the  Public  Analysts  all  conformed  to  the  standard 
laid  down  in  the  Food  Standards  (Ice-cream)  Regulations,  1959. 

Twenty-eight  samples  subjected  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test 
at  the  County  Public  Health  Laboratory  were  graded  as  follows  ; —

Food  Hygiene. 

The  supervision  exercised  by  the  Department  over  all  stages 
of  food  preparation  and  distribution  has  shown  that  the  importance 
of  food  hygiene  is  being  appreciated  and  practised  to  an  increasing 
extent  by  most  of  those  engaged  in  the  food  trades.  The  general 
public  is  also  encouraging  this  improvement  by  discriminating  in 
favour  of  those  premises  where  food  is  displayed  in  clean  surround- 
ings and  in  a tempting  manner.  The  expansion  of  self-service  is 
fast  eliminating  the  display  of  open  foods  and  this  is  a very  welcome 
trend.  It  has  been  found,  however,  that  the  wrapping  of  some  of 
the  more  perishable  foods  has  produced  problems,  particularly 
where  care  has  not  been  taken  to  clear  stocks  in  the  correct  rotation. 
A number  of  cases  have  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  where 
mould  and  other  decomposition  has  occurred  in  wi'apped  foods 
due  to  too  long  exposure.  It  is  considered  that  a date  stamp  or  a 
code  marking  on  such  wrapped  food  would  assist  in  disposing  of 
supplies  in  rotation. 
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Frozen  foods  are  also  increasing  in  popularity  and  most  of  the 
provision  shops  now  have  their  “frozen  cabinet.’’  These  are  very 
useful  pieces  of  equipment  but  it  is  considered  that  the  suppliers 
should  ensure  that  all  persons  using  them  should  be  properly 
instructed  in  their  use  and  maintenance,  in  order  that  the  frozen 
foods  are  sold  in  good  condition.  It  has  been  found  that  there  is  a 
tendency  to  overload  some  of  these  cabinets  to  the  detriment  of  the 
contents. 

A total  of  1,173  visits  have  been  made  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  to  premises  where  food  is  prepared  and  sold. 

Notices  requiring  comphance  with  the  Regulations  were  served 
in  respect  of  46  premises  and  the  works  carried  out  in  respect  of 
these  and  outstanding  notices  are  recorded  as  follows  : —

Concern  has  been  expressed  in  previous  reports  as  to  the  manner 
in  which  food  is  still  being  offered  for  sale  in  the  open  market, 
under  conditions  which  cannot  be  reconciled  with  the  modern 
hygienic  standards  now  imposed  on  the  trader  from  permanent 
premises.  This  is  not  intended  as  a reflection  on  the  market  traders, 
who  no  doubt  observe  the  highest  standards  possible  having  regard 
to  the  facihties  available  to  them.  In  these  days,  when  the  streets 
surrounding  the  Market  are  crowded  vdth  motor  vehicles  exuding 
fumes  and  raising  dust  in  close  proximity  to  open  food  exposed  for 
sale,  the  serious  risk  of  contamination  from  this  source  alone  cannot 
be  overlooked.  Furthermore,  the  lack  of  proper  facihties  for  per- 
sonal hygiene  for  the  stall  holders  defeats  the  tenets  of  the  Regu- 
lations, and  pro\ades  just  cause  for  the  irritation  continually  voiced 
by  the  occupiers  of  permanent  food  premises  who  are  legally  required 
to  observe  much  higher  standards. 

Food  stalls  in  the  Open  Market  are  under  continual  supervision 
and  a total  of  2,368  visits  to  these  have  been  made  during  the  year 
in  order  to  ensure  that  the  highest  attainable  standards  of  hygiene 
are  maintained. 

Two  cases  of  food  poisoning  of  a mild  character  occurred  in 
two  young  children  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  but  these  were 
widely  separated  and  the  infecting  organisms  were  not  of  the  same 
group.  Exhaustive  investigations  into  both  these  cases  failed  to 
locate  the  source  of  the  infections.  The  infections  were  confined  to 
the  two  patients  who  responded  to  treatment  and  were  clear  after  a 
few  weeks.

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HOUSING. 

With  the  completion  of  the  first  five-year  slum  clearance 
programme,  Local  Authorities  were  required  to  submit  their  further 
programme  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and 
this  was  submitted  by  the  Borough  Council  early  in  the  year  and 
in  which  it  was  estimated  that  a further  250  substandard  houses 
would  need  to  be  cleared  during  the  next  five  years.  Good  progress 
has  been  made  towards  the  fulfilment  of  this  programme  during  the 
year.  Eleven  clearance  areas  containing  a total  of  120  houses  and 
accommodating  326  persons  have  been  represented  to  the  Ministry 
for  clearance.  In  addition  17  houses  containing  42  persons  have  been 
represented  as  being  individually  unfit  for  continued  occupation. 
The  Borough  Council  decided  to  acquire  four  of  the  clearance  areas 
containing  38  houses  for  redevelopment  purposes. 

A total  of  108  houses  in  confirmed  clearance  areas  have  been 
demohshed  during  the  year  and  75  families  containing  207  persons 
have  been  rehoused  from  clearance  areas.  The  individually  unfit 
houses  demolished  totalled  78  and  59  families  containing  148  persons 
were  rehoused.  In  addition  3 houses  were  subjected  to  Closing  Orders 
as  their  demoUtion  would  have  endangered  adjoining  buildings,  and 
undertakings  to  use  these  for  purposes  other  than  for  human  habi- 
tation were  accepted  by  the  Council. 

There  has  been  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  new 
houses  built  in  the  Borough  during  the  year,  529  having  been  built 
compared  with  445  during  the  previous  year.  Of  these  273  were  built 
by  the  Corporation  and  256  by  private  enterprise. 

There  are  still  many  structurally  sound  houses  in  the  Borough 
between  60  and  80  years  old  which  lack  all  the  amenities  of  modern 
housing,  which  could  be  improved  so  as  to  ensure  many  years  of 
useful  life,  and  it  was  for  this  class  of  property  that  improvement 
grants  are  intended.  Yet  there  seems  to  be  a reluctance  on  the  part 
of  many  owners  of  these  houses  to  take  advantage  of  the  generous 
grants  available.  During  the  year  only  29  grants  were  made  for  the 
conversion  or  improvement  of  such  houses  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Housing  Act  1958,  and  only  77  standard  grants  were  made  under 
the  Housing  Act  1959.  By  far  the  greater  proportion  of  the  appli- 
cation for  grants  came  from  the  owner-occupiers  of  houses,  and  very 
few  from  the  owners  of  tenanted  property.  It  is  certainly  in  the 
interest  of  the  owners  of  this  older  type  of  property  to  make  use  of 
the  grants  available  to  improve  their  houses,  and  thus  obviate  the 
risk  of  losing  the  property  through  deterioration. 

Applications  for  certificates  of  repair  under  the  Rent  Act  1957 
have  become  less  and  less  in  succeeding  years  until  in  1961  they  have 
virtually  ceased.  This  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  all  tenanted 
houses  are  in  such  a state  of  repair  as  not  to  need  such  action.  The 
remedy,  however,  must  remain  with  the  tenant  who  has  to  take  the 
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initiative  in  this  matter.  Only  two  applications  have  been  made  for 
Certificates  of  Disrepair  and  one  of  these  was  found  to  be  justified. 
Five  applications  for  the  cancellation  of  such  certificates  were 
made.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BOROUGH  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER,  1961 

The  general  standard  of  health  and  well-being  of  the  school 
children  has  remained  very  high.  Most  of  the  children  were  found 
to  be  well  cared  for,  well  clothed,  confident  and  alert,  and  happy  in 
school  life. 

The  physical  condition  of  pupils  of  all  ages  examined  was  found 
to  be  very  good  indeed.  Of  the  3,611  children  examined  only  26, 
or  0.72%,  were  classed  as  unsatisfactory.  Of  the  total  pupils  exa- 
mined, 529  were  found  to  require  treatment.  A large  proportion  of 
the  defects  found  were  defective  vision — these  have  been  increasing 
over  the  past  few  years.  It  is  hoped  that  the  arrangements  made  for 
more  frequent  examinations  of  vision  amongst  infants  will  eventually 
see  a reduction  in  eye  defects.  The  incidence  of  infestation  with 
vermin  was  very  low.  The  School  Nurses  carried  out  26,755  exami- 
nations and  only  134  individual  pupils  were  found  to  be  infested, 
all  very  slightly. 

The  co-operation  of  parents  at  school  medical  inspections  has 
again  been  most  pleasing  ; the  attendance  of  parents  at  the  routine 
medical  examinations  was  very  good,  and  in  the  main  they  showed 
great  interest  in  the  welfare  of  their  children.  There  are  still,  how- 
ever, some  uninterested  parents  who  allow  their  children  to  be 
examined  unaccompanied  on  entrance  to  school. 

The  placing  of  handicapped  pupils  continued  to  preoccupy  the 
School  Health  Service.  Two  pupils  were  admitted  to  residential 
special  schools  during  the  year  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
15  children  in  residential  special  schools.  The  largest  group  of 
handicapped  children  belong  to  the  educationally  subnormal  group, 
and  although  some  attend  the  Ashgate  Croft  Day  School  for  E.S.N. 
children,  the  number  of  places  there  allocated  to  the  Borough  is 
inadequate. 

The  fact  that  the  Borough  School  Medical  Officer  is  also  res- 
ponsible for  the  Health  and  Welfare  Services  in  the  Borough  makes 
for  close  co-ordination.  The  Hospital  Authorities  co-operate  most 
excellently  in  connection  with  the  treatment  of  children  referred  by 
the  School  Medical  Officers,  and  also  in  the  notification  of  children 
requiring  follow-up  on  discharge  from  hospital  after  treatment.  It 
is  pleasing  to  report  also  that  there  is  an  excellent  relationship 
between  the  department  and  the  general  practitioners  in  the  town. 

Brambling  House  Open  Air  School,  the  Children’s  Centre  and 
Holly  House  Hostel  continue  to  function  as  in  previous  years,  as 
did  also  the  Heart  School  estabhshed  in  the  Ashgate  Annexe  \^'ard, 
and  the  Home  Teacher  scheme. 

After  a ten  month  lapse.  Speech  Therapy  recommenced  in 
September.  Since  then  every  case  on  current  record  has  been  re- 
viewed, categorised  accordingly  and  treatment  sessions  arranged. 
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These  are  held  regularly  at  the  Town  Hall  and  Edmund  Street 
Clinics.  Speech  Therapy  is  also  given  at  Branibling  House  School 
and  at  the  Ashgate  Croft  School  for  Educationall}^  Subnormal 
Children.  At  Ashgate  Croft,  time  permits  regular  treatment  for 
only  a few  of  the  30 — 40  cases  in  need  of  Speech  Therapy,  but  daily 
exercises  for  those  with  less  severe  defects,  under  the  guidance  of 
the  Headmaster  (initially  advised  and  instructed  by  the  Speech 
Therapist),  are  helping  these  children  considerably.  Several  have 
been  ^scharged  from  the  files  wdth  satisfactory  speech.  Monthly 
school  visits  are  arranged  ; the  co-operation  of  teachers  is  greatly 
appreciated,  particularly  in  cases  where  parents  are  not  co-operating 
to  help  the  child  overcome  his  defect. 

It  cannot  be  over-emphasised  to  parents,  the  importance  of 
encouraging  their  children  to  take  advantage  of  advice  and  treat- 
ment when  it  is  available  and  before  defective  speech  becomes  too 
distressing  and  more  firmly  fixed. 

A Teaching  Unit  for  the  Partially  Deaf  which  caters  for  both 
County  and  Borough  children  has  been  set  up  at  the  New  Whitting- 
ton Primary  School.  There  is  one  trained  teacher  of  the  deaf  on  the 
staff,  who  is  also  responsible  for  peripatetic  work  in  the  northern  part 
of  the  county.  This  teacher,  together  with  a School  Medical  Officer 
from  the  Borough,  carries  out  assessments  of  the  hearing  of  children 
referred  to  them  from  various  sources,  such  as  general  practitioners, 
school  medical  officers,  health  visitors,  teachers,  etc.  Recommenda- 
tions are  made  as  to  the  proper  disposal  of  these  children.  Some  are 
not  deaf  and  no  action  is  required.  Others  are  partially  deaf  and  may 
need  to  be  admitted  to  the  Unit,  usually  after  being  referred  through 
the  family  doctor  to  an  ear,  nose  and  throat  surgeon,  as  a hearing  aid 
is  almost  invariably  required.  In  addition  some  children  need 
treatment  for  active  conditions.  Other  children  may  manage  at 
ordinary  schools,  equipped  with  a hearing  aid  if  necessary,  and 
visited  from  time  to  time  as  required  by  the  peripatetic  teacher. 
The  service  of  assessment  is  available  for  pre-school  children,  where 
it  is  particularly  important  that  any  deafness  should  be  detected 
and  its  degree  ascertained.  It  has  been  found  necessary  always  to 
have  two  trained  persons  present  at  any  ascertainment  clinic,  as  it 
is  more  difficult  with  the  pre-school  child  and  toddler  for  one  person 
to  make  an  ascertainment.  Such  children  are  often  unable  to  tolerate 
a formal  audiometric  test,  and  other  means  have  to  be  employed. 

The  work  of  the  School  Dental  Service  was  seriously  curtailed 
owing  to  the  retirement  at  the  end  of  February  of  Mr.  A.  R.  Littlar, 
our  long  serving  School  Dental  Officer,  and  no  appointment  had  been 
made  at  the  end  of  the  year.
